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BETTER  NOT  POUT 


Downtown  surveillance  helps  the  police  watch 
every  breath  you  take  —  if  they  want  to 


’m  sitting  in  Eugene  police  Lt.  Doug  Mozan’s  un¬ 
marked  SUV  at  8th  Avenue  and  Oak  Street.  He’s 
showing  me  how  EPD  can  observe  activity  from  two 
of  the  cameras  located  downtown. 

Accessing  the  camera  near  Kesey  Square,  he  tries 
to  zoom  in  on  a  group  of  people  next  to  Sizzle  Pie.  Whoops, 
all  of  their  backs  are  turned  to  the  camera’s  lens. 

“I  guess  they’re  starting  to  catch  on  there’s  a  camera 
there,”  I  say. 

Mozan  replies  that’s  OK. 

“We’re  not  here  to  snoop.  We’re  here  to  prevent  crime,” 
he  says.  “This  is  public  space  so  everybody  should  feel 
secure  in  their  public  spaces,  and  if  there’s  something  that 


causes  people  to  make  better  decisions  in  those  spaces, 
then  we’re  for  it.” 

This  year  saw  the  implementation  of  three  mobile  sur¬ 
veillance  cameras  intended  to  deter  and  capture  any  crimi¬ 
nal  activity.  The  cameras,  though,  aren’t  the  only  sets  of 
eyes  the  Eugene  Police  Department  has.  It  also  has  the  city 
of  Eugene’s  Downtown  Ambassadors  (dressed  in  blue  polo 
shirts  and  khakis)  and  Downtown  Eugene  Inc.’s  Downtown 
Guides  (donning  MAGA-esque  red  hats)  to  help  its  view  of 
downtown.  That’s  a  view  that  residents  have  said  has  been 
getting  worse,  according  to  a  recent  city-sponsored  survey. 

However,  EPD’s  downtown  Eugene  surveillance  activ¬ 
ity  has  the  Civil  Liberties  Defense  League  (CLDC)  con¬ 


cerned  for  what  sort  of  power  dynamics  this  can  result  in. 
CLDC  wants  to  put  forth  an  alternative. 

EPD  has  three  mobile  camera  trailers,  which  can  be 
powered  by  a  few  ways:  a  diesel-fueled  power  generator, 
an  attached  solar  panel  or  by  plugging  in  to  the  city’s  elec¬ 
trical  grid. 

The  high-definition  cameras  have  digital  enhancement 
attributes  that  can  make  a  faraway  license  plate  be  read  eas¬ 
ier.  The  cameras,  which  stand  36  feet  high,  also  have  lights 
and  can  easily  record  during  the  night.  EPD  says  it  will  not 
use  the  camera  trailers  with  facial  recognition  software. 

The  camera  trailers  are  a  part  of  an  18-month  pilot  pro¬ 
gram,  which  will  run  until  April  2020.  The  pilot  program 
policy  says  EPD  will  not  use  the  trailers  in  a  way  that 
would  invade  peoples’  privacy  or  to  harass,  intimidate  or 
discriminate  anyone. 

The  camera  trailers,  which  cost  the  city  slightly  more 
than  $150,000,  can  be  mobilized  anywhere.  They  can  sup¬ 
port  personnel  in  monitoring  a  crime  scene,  be  an  extra 
set  of  eyes  in  a  tactical  scenario  or  help  out  during  well- 
attended  events  like  an  Oregon  Ducks  football  game. 

For  now  these  cameras  are  set  up  downtown.  As  of 
press  time,  one  is  located  at  Kesey  Square,  another  is  on 
8th  Avenue  and  Olive  Street  and  the  third  is  in  the  shop  for 
an  oil  change. 

A  camera  trailer  was  moved  to  8th  Avenue  and  Olive 
Street  after  complaints  of  late  night  activity  around  the 
“Barmuda  Triangle”  area,  Mozan  says. 

Mozan  adds  that  the  cameras  aren’t  actively  monitored 
by  EPD.  Sure,  he  can  bring  up  the  camera  feeds  from  a  lap¬ 
top  in  a  remote  location  —  whether  it’s  in  his  office  or  his 
SUV  —  but  EPD  doesn’t  have  the  labor  to  always  watch 
the  feed  all  the  time. 

The  police  could  if  necessary,  though. 

“If  it  needs  to  be  active,  we  can  certainly  —  we’re  nim¬ 
ble  enough  —  to  switch  gears  and  do  that,”  Mozan  says. 

The  cameras  are  used  passively.  Video  footage  can  be 
used  for  reference  when  a  crime  occurs.  And  that’s  what 
EPD  Chief  Chris  Skinner  said  his  intentions  were  in  down¬ 
town  Eugene  at  a  City  Council  work  session  meeting  on 
May  14. 

During  the  work  session,  Skinner  said  communities 
across  the  country  have  deterred  criminal  behavior  by 
erecting  mobile  surveillance  cameras  based  on  analytics 
and  residents’  complaints  to  the  police. 

Downtown  isn’t  the  only  area  that  could  benefit  from 
them,  he  added. 

Mozan  says  cameras  on  the  trailers  are  so  good  that 
crimes  don’t  have  to  happen  right  next  to  the  cameras  to  be 
recorded.  The  cameras  have  an  almost -CSI  ability  to  zoom 
in  while  maintaining  a  clear  quality. 

Footage  from  the  trailers  has  been  useful  for  police 
cases  already.  He  showed  me  an  instance  where  someone

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had  banged  on  plywood  replacing  a  downtown  business’ 
broken  window  that  has  experienced  a  lot  of  vandalism. 

An  EPD  officer  was  able  to  take  a  snapshot  of  the  person 
slamming  on  the  plywood,  print  it  out  and  ask  downtown 
EPD  officers  if  they  knew  who  the  person  was. 

“It  was  pretty  slick,”  Mozan  says.  “Not  the  crime  of  the 
century,  though.” 

It’s  a  small  window  into  what  these  cameras  are  capable 
of,  he  adds.  The  cameras  could  achieve  much  more  just  by 
being  there,  he  adds. 

When  people  see  the  trailers  with  the  EPD  branding, 
he  says  he  hopes  people  will  think  twice  “before  making  a 
bad  decision.” 

The  city’s  watchful  focus  on  downtown  activity  con¬ 
cerns  CLDC. 

When  it  comes  to  the  surveillance  trailers,  Cooper 
Brinson,  a  lawyer  with  CLDC,  says  that  —  although  the 
Eugene  Police  Department  may  not  know  it  —  the  social 
effect  is  creating  docile  bodies,  a  reference  to  the  work  of 
philosopher  Michel  Foucault. 

Brinson  adds  that  those  who  spend  time  downtown  are 
being  disciplined  by  power  through  surveillance.  The  func¬ 
tion  of  surveillance  controls  and  affects  residents,  making 
them  subjects. 

Mozan  says  he’s  aware  of  some  of  the  ethical  issues  of 
having  the  cameras  downtown,  but  EPD  should  be  trusted. 

“It’s  not  our  intent  to  squelch  freedom  of  expression  or 
speech.  We’re  intentional  about  putting  up  these  things  in 
a  way  that  they’re  viewing  public  spaces,”  Mozan  says. 
“We’re  not  here  to  harden  up  our  public  spaces  but  to  make 
it  safer  for  our  citizens  —  all  of  them.” 

Because  the  trailers  are  publicly  owned,  it  does  mean 


that  anyone  can  request  video  or  audio  from  wherever  the 
trailer  is  parked  through  a  public  records  request. 

However,  the  trailers’  camera  feed  is  erased  after  30 
days  unless  it’s  being  used  for  a  case. 

It’s  unclear  whether  there  are  more  surveillance  camera 
systems  downtown.  In  the  past,  Eugene  Weekly  reported 
that  Downtown  Eugene  Inc.,  a  not-for-profit  association 
that  receives  most  of  its  money  collected  by  the  city  from 
downtown  business  fees,  has  a  surveillance  system. 

However,  the  organization’s  executive  director,  Claire 
Barnum,  has  not  commented  to  either  confirm  or  deny  if  it 
still  has  a  surveillance  system. 

EPD  also  has  eyes  on  downtown  activity  through  old 
school  surveillance:  Boots  on  the  ground. 

Mozan  says  EPD  has  a  great  network  of  communication 
with  Downtown  Eugene,  Inc.’s  “Red  Caps.” 

Earlier  this  year,  the  city  of  Eugene  brought  on  a  staff  of 
five  Downtown  Ambassadors  —  dressed  in  blue  —  who  stroll 
downtown  Eugene  to  provide  a  welcoming  presence  and  cus¬ 
tomer  service-oriented  duties,  according  to  Lindsey  Selser, 
communications  and  policy  analyst  for  the  city  of  Eugene. 

The  staff  costs  the  city  about  $300,000  annually,  which 
comes  from  the  general  fund  and  revenue  from  parking, 
Selser  says. 

The  Downtown  Ambassador  program  began  earlier  in 
2018,  and  so  far  people  in  Eugene  aren’t  sure  about  it,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  citywide  survey. 

For  the  third  year,  the  city  of  Eugene  sent  out  a  survey 
to  measure  how  people  in  the  area  view  downtown  Eu¬ 
gene.  The  survey  had  2,228  answers  and  was  open  for  a 
month.  The  results  were  published  on  Nov.  21. 

In  the  survey,  53  percent  of  participants  said  downtown 
Eugene  is  getting  worse.  In  addition,  responders  seem  to  not 


know  who  the  Downtown  Ambassadors  are:  46  percent  were 
unsure  whether  the  staff  make  Eugene  safe  and  welcoming 
—  and  32  percent  said  they  didn’t  make  the  area  safe. 

Regardless,  Selser  says  that  in  the  past  six  months,  the 
program  has  been  helpful  for  downtown  visitors.  Each  am¬ 
bassador  has  a  special  line  to  EPD,  but  police  tattling  isn’t 
his  or  her  main  duty. 

Brinson  says  that  CLDC  plans  to  present  some  alterna¬ 
tive  policies  that  would  resemble  some  of  the  work  that 
Seattle  and  Oakland,  California  has  done  to  prevent  police 
surveillance. 

In  May  2018,  Oakland’s  City  Council  voted  to  enact  leg¬ 
islation  that  will  make  city  departments  submit  a  technol¬ 
ogy  impact  report.  Oakland’s  Privacy  Commission  and  city 
council  must  then  approve  any  new  surveillance  technology. 
In  addition,  the  city’s  current  surveillance  technology  must 
undergo  a  public  review  and  approval  process. 

Nicole  A.  Ozer,  the  technology  and  civil  liberties  di¬ 
rector  of  ACLU  of  California,  commended  this  move  by 
Oakland  in  a  statement,  saying  the  people  of  Oakland  have 
protected  their  community  from  secret  and  invasive  po¬ 
lice  surveillance  thanks  to  a  “landmark”  surveillance  or¬ 
dinance. 

Brinson  adds  that  Eugene  should  implement  a  program 
like  Oakland,  something  that  would  have  some  citizen 
oversight  over  these  surveillance  programs  that  aren’t 
toothless. 

However,  Mozan  says  he  hopes  the  surveillance  used 
downtown  will  become  “old  hat”  in  2021.  He  adds  that  may¬ 
be  the  city  would  increase  the  amount  of  cameras  to  provide 
some  sort  of  watchful  eye  for  residents  when  the  large  influx 
of  visitors  flood  into  Eugene  for  the  Olympic  trials  in  2020 
and  the  world  track  championship  in  2021.  ■

TWO  GLAMAZONS  WALK  INTO  A  BAR 
(IN  COTTAGE  GROVE) 

Local  drag  queens  bring  a  show  to  the  Axe  and  Fiddle 


Eugene  is  a  surprisingly  active  place  for  drag, 
according  to  queens  Monique  La  Faye  and  Karess 
Ann  Slaughter  of  the  local  troupe  Glamazons. 
“There’s  more  drag  here  now  than  ever,”  the  two 
queens  agree. 

Cottage  Grove?  Not  so  much. 

But,  last  month,  La  Faye  and  Slaughter  changed  that 
by  hosting  Drag  Brunch  at  Axe  and  Fiddle  —  a  popular 
downtown  restaurant  and  pub  about  20  miles  south  of 
Eugene.  They’ll  be  hosting  a  similar  holiday-themed 
brunch  event  there  this  Sunday,  Dec.  23,  called  “A  Very 
Merry  Drag  Brunch.” 

La  Faye  and  Slaughter’s  given  names  are  Curtis 
Tsukamoto-Wixey  and  Cornel  Hardiman,  respectively.  For 
this  article,  the  two  opted  to  go  by  their  drag  names  and 
use  “she”  pronouns,  as  they  do  when  they’re  performing. 

La  Faye  is  friends  with  a  new  chef  at  Axe  and  Fiddle, 
which  is  how  the  restaurant’s  co-owner  Alyssa  Gonzales 
heard  about  the  idea  of  hosting  a  drag  brunch. 

For  last  month’s  event,  there  was  a  big  turnout  and 
Gonzales  was  thrilled,  though  she  admits  to  being  anxious 
about  how  Cottage  Grove  might  react. 

“I  was  a  little  nervous  for  our  small  town,”  Gonzales 
tells  Eugene  Weekly.  “I  was  a  little  nervous  how  some 
people  would  treat  it.” 

She  continues:  “Knowing  the  Axe  and  Fiddle  is  a  safe 
place  for  any  event,  I  knew  no  matter  what  we  were  going 
to  have  a  lot  of  fun  and  everything  would  be  OK.” 

The  event  was  more  than  OK,  Gonzales  says.  To  her 
and  her  staff’s  surprise,  there  was  a  line  outside  the  door 
before  Axe  and  Fiddle  even  opened. 

“The  space  it’s  given  for  our  queer  community  alone 
has  been  incredible,”  Gonzales  says.  “Bringing  it  culturally 


to  Cottage  Grove  has  been  beneficial  to  everyone.” 

La  Faye  and  Slaughter  were  also  a  little  unsure  about 
doing  a  drag  show  in  Cottage  Grove,  but  they  were  met 
with  an  excited  crowd. 

“I’m  always  very  apprehensive  walking  into  a  space 
being  queer,”  Slaughter  says.  “But,  it  was  amazing.  The 
turnout  was  amazing.” 


Because  it  was  a  daytime  show,  La  Faye  and  Slaughter 
say  they  got  to  perform  for  an  audience  they  would  not 
have  normally  —  from  families  with  young  children  to  a 
table  with  a  group  of  people  in  their  70s  and  80s. 

“It’s  really  nice  to  see  kids  in  the  crowd,”  La  Faye  says. 
“There’s  a  light  in  their  eyes.  They’re  looking  at  you  with 
wonder  and  amazement.” 

She  reminisces  on  a  time  when  she  first  started  doing 
drag,  16  years  ago,  when  it  was  more  taboo  to  be  “out”  in 
public. 

“Another  queen  told  me  never  to  look  children  in  the 
eye  while  in  drag,”  La  Faye  says.  “It  just  shows  how  far 
we’ve  come.” 

La  Faye,  who  grew  up  in  the  Coos  Bay/North  Bend 
area,  says  performing  in  a  smaller  town  like  Cottage  Grove 
was  a  particularly  personal  experience. 

“It  felt  kind  of  like  a  little  piece  of  home,”  she  says. 
“It’s  nice  that  we  can  bring  a  community  together  that’s  not 
always  here  in  one  place.” 

As  for  the  drag  brunch  itself,  it’s  a  full-on  production, 
La  Faye  says.  Last  month’s  event  was  an  hour-and-a-half 
long.  This  Sunday’s  will  be  “split  into  two,”  she  says, 
“with  two  separate  seatings”  —  a  45-minute  show  at  10:30 
am  and  another  45-minute  show  at  noon. 

The  Axe  and  Fiddle’s  chef  creates  a  special  brunch 
menu  for  the  event,  Gonzales  says.  He  “usually  does  some 
kind  of  special  hash,”  she  says,  along  with  other  basic 
brunch  options. 

La  Faye  notes  that  the  eggs  benedict  looked  delicious. 

The  show  will  feature  Slaughter  and  La  Faye  as  well  as 
La  Faye’s  three  “drag  children”  —  two  drag  queens  and  a 
drag  king  (a  woman  dressing  in  masculine  drag)  early  in 
their  career  that  La  Faye  has  taken  under  her  wing. 

There  will  be  group  and  solo  performances,  all  with  a 
holiday  theme.  Slaughter  jokes  that  she  already  has  two 
Mariah  Carey  songs  on  the  docket. 

“I  don’t  think  I  have  enough  red  dresses,”  La  Faye  says. 

“I  do,”  Slaughter  laughs.  ■ 

“A  Very  Merry  Drag  Brunch”  takes  place  10:30  am  and  noon  Sunday, 
Dec.  23,  at  Axe  and  Fiddle  (657  E.  Main  Street,  Cottage  Grove).  The  show 
is  for  all  ages  with  tickets  available  for  $5  at  axeandfiddle.com.

BURNING  QUESTIONS  ON  LNG 

Proposed  liquefied  natural  gas  facility  faces  FAA  concerns 


If  the  powers  behind  the  Jordan  Cove  Energy  Project 
have  their  way,  a  large  fracked-gas  shipping  hub  will 
be  sitting  on  the  shores  of  Coos  Bay  on  the  Oregon 
Coast.  But  for  nearly  as  long  as  the  project  has  been 
in  existence,  environmentalists  and  concerned  citizens 
have  been  resisting  it. 

The  project  is  currently  in  a  comment  period  for  a 
state  removal-fill  permit  as  well  as  under  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  (FERC)  review.  Its  opponents 
are  pointing  to  concerns  from  the  Federal  Aviation 
Administration  about  the  height  of  some  of  its  structures. 

Jordan  Cove  as  a  project  isn’t  just  a  liquefied  natural  gas 
(LNG)  export  terminal.  It’s  also  a  slip  and  access  channel 
in  the  ocean  as  well  as  a  more  than  200-mile  natural  gas 
pipeline  that  would  wind  across  southern  Oregon.  All  three 
aspects  of  the  project  are  addressed  in  the  Department  of 
State  Lands  (DSL)  removal-fill  permit.  Jordan  Cove  would 
get  the  fracked  gas  via  the  Pacific  Connector  Pipeline, 
use  cryogenic  refrigeration  to  cool  it  and  then  export  it  on 
ocean-going  ships. 

Many  thought  the  controversial  proposal  was  tanked 
back  in  2016  when  FERC  voted  unanimously  to  deny 
approval. 

But  in  2017  the  Trump  administration  called  for  the 
project’s  return,  and  Veresen,  the  previous  backer  for  the 
project,  was  purchased  by  Pembina,  which  is  now  pushing 
for  the  fracked-gas  facility  in  Oregon. 

The  proposed  terminal  itself  is  in  close  proximity 
to  Southwest  Oregon  Regional  Airport  in  North  Bend, 
something  that  has  raised  red  flags  for  the  FAA  and  opponents 
alike.  Jody  McCaffree,  a  founding  member  of  Citizens  for 
Renewables,  says  she’s  had  concerns  about  Jordan  Cove 


since  it  was  first  raised  as  a  possibility  back  in  2004. 

“I  can’t  believe  someone  would  be  so  crazy  to  propose 
a  facility  where  they  are  proposing  it,”  McCaffree  says, 
adding,  “for  one  thing  the  airport  is  right  there.” 

Digging  around  in  Jordan  Cove’s  filing  documents, 
McCaffree  found  the  FAA  had  sent  Jordan  Cove  13  notices 
“of  presumed  hazard”  in  May,  addressing  concerns  with 
vessels  and  LNG  gas  processing  towers  in  the  airport’s 
airspace.  The  FAA  states  that  Jordan  Cove  could  either 
lower  the  heights  or  terminate  its  proposal. 

Eugene  Weekly  has  reached  out  to  the  FAA  for  comment. 

The  documents  say  the  FAA’s  study  indicates  “that  the 
structure  as  described  exceeds  obstruction  standards  and/ 
or  would  have  an  adverse  physical  or  electromagnetic 
interference  effect  upon  navigable  airspace  or  air 
navigation  facilities.”  It  continues  that,  pending  resolution 
of  the  issues,  “the  structure  is  presumed  to  be  a  hazard  to 
air  navigation.” 

Jordan  Cove  and  Pembina  didn’t  respond  to  a  request 
for  comment. 

McCaffree  says  she  is  also  concerned  with  thermal 
plumes  from  the  facility  affecting  airline  flights,  tsunami- 
caused  dangers  and,  finally,  dangers  to  community 
members  from  the  possibility  of  an  explosion. 

She  points  to  a  hazard  map  for  the  tankers  that  shows 
a  boundary  in  which  “no  one  is  expected  to  survive  in  this 
zone.  Structures  will  self  ignite  just  from  the  heat.” 

The  other  boundaries  indicate  where  people  would  get 
second-degree  burns  in  30  seconds  and  finally,  in  the  third 
zone,  “People  are  still  at  risk  of  burns  if  they  don’t  seek 
shelter  but  exposure  time  is  longer  than  in  Zone  2.” 

The  map  shows  residences  in  Zone  2  and  multiple 


schools  in  Zone  3.  This  particular  map  addresses  just  the 
tankers  —  not  the  facility  itself  or  the  gas  pipeline. 

Sam  Krop  of  Cascadia  Wildlands  says,  “This  pipeline 
is  a  climate  issue  and  so  affects  the  whole  state.”  Cascadia 
Wildlands  has  worked  with  landowners  who  object  to  the 
gas  pipeline  crossing  their  land.  Krop  says  the  LNG  project 
will  be  “the  biggest  climate  polluter  in  our  state.” 

Rep.  Peter  DeFazio  references  the  2005  Energy  Policy 
Act,  enacted  shortly  after  the  process  for  Jordan  Cove 
began,  which  gives  FERC  the  authority  to  grant  eminent 
domain  to  pipeline  companies.  Jordan  Cove  was  originally 
proposed  as  an  import  facility  for  natural  gas  before  it  was 
flipped  to  export. 

DeFazio  says:  “I  do  not  think  a  private,  for-profit 
company  should  be  able  to  condemn  private  property  in 
order  to  build  a  pipeline  through  someone’s  backyard. 
The  U.S.  Constitution  limits  the  use  of  eminent  domain  to 
actions  necessary  for  ‘public  use.’” 

Originally  the  hearings  for  public  comment  on  the 
project  were  only  in  impacted  counties,  but  Krop  says  DSL 
agreed  to  do  an  additional  hearing  in  Salem. 

Ali  Hansen  of  DSL  says  that  while  the  department 
doesn’t  have  a  stance  on  Jordan  Cove,  it  is  “responsible 
for  ensuring  Oregon’s  removal-fill  law  is  followed  to  the 
letter”  and  that  public  comment  is  “crucial.”  Hansen  adds, 
“Issues  related  to  air  navigation  hazards  are  outside  DSL’s 
role.” 

McCaffree  says  to  those  who  argue  that  the  project  will 
bring  needed  jobs  to  Coos  Bay,  “I’m  not  against  jobs  or 
industries  that  are  complementary”  —  she  points  to  the 
area’s  fishing  and  oyster  industries. 

“You  don’t  have  to  destroy  those  jobs  to  create  jobs,” 
she  says.  “If  you  are  going  to  do  something,  it  needs  to  be 
where  everything  works  together.”  ■

UPDATE 


The  Oregon  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  (DEQ)  sent  Lane  County  Central  Receiving 
Station  an  “expedited  enforcement  offer”  (EE0)  on  Dec.  10  for  violating  its  Clean  Water  Act  in¬ 
dustrial  stormwater  permit.  The  EE0  outlines  multiple  instances  in  which  stormwater  monitor¬ 
ing  failed  to  meet  permit  requirements  related  to  monitoring  protocols,  timing,  or  frequency, 
and  allows  Lane  County  to  pay  a  $1,600  penalty  in  lieu  of  more  formal  enforcement.  Lane 
County  has  30  days  to  accept  or  reject  DEQ’s  offer.  The  monitoringthat  was  conducted  for  the 
2017-2018  monitoring  period  indicates  seven  instances  in  which  copper,  lead  or  zinc  levels  in 
discharges  exceeded  permit  levels.  —  Indigo  Sherck/Oregon  Clean  Water  Action  Project

•  What  are  your  holiday 
plans?

•  Ginger  McCall,  Oregon’s 
first-ever  public  records 
advocate,  recently  published 
her  findings  on  the  state  of 
public  records  in  Oregon. 
McCall’s  report  concluded  that 
there  are  barriers  in  obtaining 
public  records,  thus  working 
against  transparency.  One 
ofthese  barriers  isthe  high 
cost  of  fees  and  long  delays 
in  disclosing  public  records. 
Furthermore, the  reasoningfor 
high  fees  is  often  not  disclosed 
to  the  public,  the  report  added. 
FIVhas  found  this  to  be  true 
when  dealing  with  the  city  of 
Eugene.  Mayor  Lucy  Vinis  has 


said  in  the  past  that  she  wants 
to  see  more  transparency. 
However,  the  city  does  not 
provide  FIVwith  a  fee  waiver 
or  discount  for  public  records 
requests  because  newspapers 
are  a  “commercial  venture.”  That 
contrasts  with  the  University 
of  Oregon,  which  often  provides 
records  to  media  outlets  for  free 
or  with  a  media  discount.  Looks 
like  the  powers  that  be  at  the 
city  should  add  McCall’s  report 
to  their  winter  reading  lists. 


•  Police  Chief  Chris  Skinner 
dropped  by  CIV’S  offices  this 
week.  Seriously,  we  didn’t  do 
anything,  it  was  an  unannounced 
social  call.  As  we  chatted  we 
learned  an  interestingtidbit 
about  Eugene  Police  Department 
vehicles.  Ever  notice  —  and  get 
aggravated  by  —  the  way  the 
EPD  cars  will  often  have  their 
engines  running  even  when  no 
one  is  in  them?  Skinner  tells 
us  it’s  a  failsafe  that  keeps  the 
in-car  computer  and  systems 
booted  up.  The  cars  will  fire  up 
the  engine  on  their  own  to  keep 
the  electronics  from  runningthe 
battery  down. 


•  Eleven  community 
members  offered  their  “gifts 
to  the  city”  on  Dec.  14  at  the 
City  Club  of  Eugene.  Alice  Gentry 
most  impressed  us:  A  woman 
who  has  been  homeless,  she 
said  she  spoke  forthe  residents 
of  Opportunity  Village  and 
Square  One  Villages  in  asking 
for  a  gift  of  at  least  5,000  low- 
cost  housing  units  in  Eugene. 
Pastor  Dan  Bryant  was  the 
master  of  ceremonies  and  when 
the  inspiring  holiday  program 
ended,  we  decided  that  he  is 
indeed  a  gift  to  our  city.

I  often  feel  like  I  live  in  my  car.  Hundreds  of  miles  in  a  dusty  sedan 
littered  with  granola-bar  wrappers  and  the  sweaty  water  bottles 
of  absent-minded  children.  Hostile  demands  for  the  soundtracks 
to  Hamilton  or  Waitress  are  usually  the  only  greeting  I  get  when 
picking  them  up  from  school,  and  then  it’s  off  to  the  races. 

Soccer  practice  for  the  oldest,  followed  by  guitar  lessons,  dance, 
knitting  —  and  then  there’s  theater.  Most  of  their  activities  are  only  one 
day  a  week.  Even  soccer,  which  elicits  a  few  grumbles  when  there’s  a 
tournament,  doesn’t  compare  to  the  agony  of  being  part  of  a  full-length 
musical  production. 

Yes,  it’s  true:  Few  things  are  as  demanding  as  theater  life.  Yet  plenty 
of  dedicated  parents  and  faithful  instructors  know  that  few  things  are 
as  worth  the  caffeine-induced  effort.  The  schedules  are  grueling,  the 
productions  are  almost  always  underfunded  and  understaffed,  and  — 
given  the  ages  of  the  main  players  —  rehearsals  tend  to  look  like  herd¬ 
ing  cats  with  tiny  bladders. 

Seriously,  try  drawing  feline  whiskers  on  a  wiggling  8-year-old. 
Fortunately,  Eugene  is  home  to  three  incredible  youth  arts  programs: 
Rose  Children’s  Theatre,  Upstart  Crow  Children’s  Theatre  and  the  John 
G.  Shedd  Institute  for  the  Arts.  All  three  organizations  empower  and 
nurture  our  youngest  and  most  vulnerable  citizens  through  their  own 
unique  perspective  and  experience  of  theatrical  arts. 


Recently  I  had  the  privilege  of  sitting  down  with  mem¬ 
bers  and  students  from  each  of  the  organizations,  all  of 
whom  graciously  shared  with  me  the  joys  and  struggles  of 
children’s  theater.  I  was  surprised  how  different  these  three 
houses  were,  and  yet  none  of  them  disagreed  on  the  end¬ 
less  value  of  the  arts  for  children,  and  the  lasting  benefits 
for  them  as  instructors,  the  students  and  our  community. 

After  we  briefly  commiserated  over  the  long  nights  spent 
hammering  and  painting,  sewing  and  chauffeuring,  Andy 
McNamara,  board  member  and  longtime  parent  volunteer 
of  Rose’s  Children’s  Theatre,  shared  with  me  his  per¬ 
spective  as  a  loving  father  of  two  Rose  veterans  and,  more 
recently,  as  part  of  the  inner  workings  of  the  company. 

Founded  by  Celeste  Rose  in  the  late  1970s,  and  becoming 
a  nonprofit  in  1989,  Rose  Children’s  Theatre  has  grown  by 
leaps  and  bounds,  McNamara  says.  Producing  at  least  four 
musicals  a  year,  most  of  which  are  performed  at  the  Wildish 
Community  Theater  in  Springfield,  Rose  has  several  artistic 
directors  on  staff,  including  choreographers,  voice  coaches 
and,  of  course,  parent  and  student  participation. 

As  a  father,  one  of  the  things  McNamara  appreciates  is 
the  way  children’s  theater  exposes  kids  to  life  in  all  its  va¬ 
riety.  “To  watch  them  interact,”  he  says,  “they  learn  about 
different  personalities.  Meeting  new  people  of  different 
backgrounds  —  it’s  such  a  valuable  skill  in  life.” 

He  notes  the  difficulty  of  managing  some  of  the  larger 
productions  they’ve  taken  on;  after  all,  young  thespians 
don’t  always  have  the  greatest  attention  spans,  directors 
aren’t  always  patient  and  parents  often  forget  (or  are  sim¬ 
ply  unaware  of)  the  enormous  effort  needed  to  make  one 
very  famous  British  nanny  fly. 

The  RCT  staff  understands  that,  as  the  theater  continues 
to  grow,  it  must  also  make  the  process  smoother  for  every¬ 
one.  In  addition  to  big  musical  productions,  RCT  offers 
classes  to  help  guide  youths  artistically. 

From  the  obvious  voice  lessons  to  instructions  on  how 
best  to  take  a  head  shot,  the  theater  is  committed  to  helping 
its  students  evolve  their  talent  and  passions  beyond  child¬ 
hood  and  adolescence,  with  several  of  young  theater-types 
going  on  to  pursue  the  arts  professionally. 

McNamara’s  12-year-old  daughter,  Tilly,  is  a  bubbly 
veteran  of  Rose  Children’s  Theatre.  With  several  pro¬ 
ductions  under  her  belt  —  Shrek  being  her  favorite  (who 
wouldn’t  love  being  on  stage  with  a  dragon?)  —  Tilly  ex¬ 
pressed  to  me  her  love  of  theater  and,  more  importantly, 
the  community  of  friends  and  family  around  her.  She  says 
she  especially  loves  the  dancing  and  the  choreography  in¬ 
volved  in  the  productions. 

She  acknowledges  the  special  bonds  that  are  made 
when  taking  part  in  something  that  can  be  arduous  yet  in¬ 
explicably  magical. 


This  idea  of  community  that  Tilly  energetically  speaks 
about  is  the  soul  of  the  performing  arts. 

I  witnessed  that  community  firsthand  in  a  small  office 
upstairs  at  Upstart  Crow  Studios  surrounded  by  a  hand¬ 
ful  of  the  women  responsible  for  making  the  wheels  go 
round  at  the  fast-growing  underdog  theatre  (with  the  most 
infuriating  parking  lot  in  the  Whiteaker). 

Co-founded  by  the  late  Euralee  Smith  in  early  2000, 
Upstart  Crow,  began  by  “working  in  humble,  nomadic 
ways,”  as  Smith  used  to  say  —  performing  in  school  gyms, 
church  basements,  private  studios  and  retirement  commu¬ 
nity  centers  —  to  provide  a  place  for  the  everyday  child  to 
experience  the  wonder  of  theater.  It’s  clear  the  studio  is  still 
mourning  its  beloved  leader,  who  passed  earlier  this  year 
and  about  whom  a  whole  article  could  be  written. 

Director  of  the  upcoming  Elf  the  Musical  Jr.,  Jackie 
Beyers,  a  veteran  and  student  of  theater,  along  with  artis¬ 
tic  director  and  longtime  parent  volunteer,  Heidi  Knight 
Meigs,  shared  with  me  the  excitement  and  anxieties  of  be¬ 
ing  involved  in  children’s  theater. 

While  filling  the  big  shiny  multitasking  shoes  of  Smith 
has  proven  to  be  a  challenge,  this  loving  and  persistent 
community  of  primarily  women  has  undoubtedly  risen  to 
the  challenge  of  providing  an  inclusive  and  creative  space 
for  all  children. 

In  addition  to  the  larger  productions  involving  angsty 
mermaids,  Upstart  Crow  offers  theatrical  classes  for  stu¬ 
dents  starting  as  young  as  age  two.  Talk  about  herding 
cats.  Many  of  its  classes  offer  opportunities  for  children 
to  cultivate  the  ability  to  perform  as  well  as  to  create  for 
themselves.  One  of  its  students  even  wrote  and  directed  a 
production. 

Likewise,  one  of  Upstart  Crow’s  highlights  is  its  Stage 
Door  performance  troupe.  You  can  often  find  these  self- 
proclaimed  theater  nerds  out  in  the  community  raising 
money  and  spreading  their  love  of  the  arts.  Like  most  if 
not  all  community  theater,  Upstart  Crow  relies  heavily  on 
donations  from  the  public. 

While  most  of  the  performances  are  held  in  the  small 
theater  out  back,  the  bigger  productions  from  Upstart  Crow 
have,  in  recent  years,  been  outsourced  to  the  Hult  Center. 
With  limited  spacing  available,  bigger  venues  are  an  ex¬ 
pensive  necessity. 

Home  to  Eugene’s  own  cultural  arts  center  since  the 
mid  2000s,  The  Shedd  houses  two  performance  venues: 
Sheffer  Recital  Hall,  originally  a  chapel,  and  the  larger 
Jaqua  Concert  Hall,  which  has  also  been  repurposed  from 
the  original  sanctuary  it  once  was. 

While  The  Shedd  offers  classes  and  performance  op¬ 
portunities  for  all  ages,  it  also  provides  a  uniquely  educa¬ 
tional  and  developmental  experience  for  younger  perform¬ 


ers,  including  the  Magical  Moombah,  a  musical  vaudeville 
for  children  performed  a  few  times  a  year. 

Co-founders  James  and  Ginevra  Ralph  emphasize  the 
importance  of  teaching  theater  through  a  historical  and 
cultural  lens  that  encourages  students  to  be  lifelong  par¬ 
ticipants  in  the  arts. 

Like  many  of  these  venues,  The  Shedd  is  also  painfully 
aware  of  the  numerous  barriers  children  face  in  the  per¬ 
forming  arts,  including  financial  restrictions,  limited  ac¬ 
cess  to  the  right  instruments  and  instructors,  as  well  as  gen¬ 
eral  performance  issues  regarding  access  and  opportunity. 

The  Shedd  makes  it  clear  that  it  addresses  these  issues 
head-on  from  an  early  age.  For  example,  its  Music  Box 
class  introduces  young  kids  to  different  instruments  and 
structured  pretend  play  that  allows  for  kids  to  experience 
the  arts  without  the  pressure. 

In  trying  to  sum  up  the  invaluable  contribution  chil¬ 
dren’s  theater  brings  to  our  community,  James  Ralph  says 
it  best:  “We  want  to  create  cultural  ninjas,  generosity  of 
spirit.  How  do  we  get  them  empowered?  To  see  their  truth 
and  beauty  in  right  and  wrong.” 

Children’s  theaters  in  Eugene  provide  opportunities  for 
any  kid  to  be  a  part  of  an  artistic  culture,  teaching  them 
how  to  treat  one  another  with  kindness,  compassion  and 
respect.  In  a  continually  divisive  world  where  otherness  is 
condemned,  theater  celebrates  it. 

Moreover,  theater  isn’t  necessarily  for  the  bright,  bold 
singers  and  actors  of  the  world,  though  it  can  be.  When 
asked  about  a  specific  moment  that  was  special  for  them, 
nearly  all  of  the  instructors  and  parents  I  spoke  with 
brought  up  a  time  in  which  a  particularly  shy  child  —  a 
child  you  might  expect  to  run  from  a  stage  —  overcame  his 
or  her  fears  in  front  of  an  audience. 

Beyers  at  Upstart  Crow  says  that  “watching  kids  come 
out  of  their  shell,  and  blossom,  to  create  a  story  together,  it’s 
magic.”  For  her,  even  the  youngsters  in  the  audience,  watch¬ 
ing  their  peers  perform,  carry  a  sort  of  magic.  “Kids  seeing 
kids  on  stage,  even  the  audience  is  empowered,”  she  says. 

True  empowerment  is  not  confidence,  but  rather  a  belief 
in  one’s  self  and  in  each  other,  which  is  utterly  unique  to 
theater. 

I  decided  to  ask  my  own  daughter,  a  newcomer  to  the 
stage,  what  she  loved  about  theater.  To  my  surprise,  her 
answer  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  costumes,  the  music  or 
the  elaborate  sets. 

She  simply  said:  “Anyone  can  do  it,  because  it  makes 
you  believe  that  you  can.”  ■

First,  you  can  put  your  mind  in  a 
meditative  mood  by  listening  to  an  Advent  Organ 
Recital.  Then,  celebrate  the  old-fashioned  way  by 
singing  George  Frideric  Handel’s  Messiah  —  or 
you  can  just  bask  in  the  choir’s  voices.  And,  for 
the  first  time,  you  can  dig  deep  into  the  Messiah 
by  attending  an  interactive  examination  and  learn 
about  the  work  that  now  dominates  the  holidays.  On 
Sunday,  Oregon’s  only  British-style  brass  band,  led 
by  Chris  Chapman,  who  is  Oregon  State’s  director  of 
bands,  will  perform  holiday  favorites  with  a  brassy- 
twist. 

Advent  Organ  Recital  is  noon  to  12:45  pm  Friday, 
Dec.  21.  Annual  Messiah  Sing  lecture  is  2:15  pm  and 
performance  is  3  pm  Saturday,  Dec.  22.  The  Oregon 
Brass  Society:  A  Brassy  Christmas  is  3  pm  Sunday, 
Dec.  23.  The  concerts  are  held  at  First  United 
Methodist  Church  located  at  1326  Olive  Street.  Each 
performance  is  $10.

Charles  Munroe  moves  on 
with  new  show  in  Springfield 

It  was  a  rainy  night  in  Springfield  so  not  a  lot  of  people 
walked  outside  during  the  Second  Friday  Art  Walk. 
Down  the  street  on  the  west  wall  of  Emerald  Art  Cen¬ 
ter,  the  Simpsons  mural  managed  the  weather  as  ex¬ 
pected.  The  Matt  Groening  and  20th  Century  Fox  Film 
Corporation  collaboration  was  meant  to  be  outside. 

Meanwhile,  a  slow  stream  of  people  meandered  into 
the  new  Main  Street  restaurant  Cheesesteak  NW,  where 
Charles  Munroe  and  his  wife  sat  waiting  in  case  anyone  on 
the  art  walk  had  any  questions. 

The  owners  are  friends  of  friends  of  Munroe,  which 
is  how  he  came  to  exhibit  here.  He  is  the  second  artist  to 
show  work  at  the  restaurant,  whose  long,  high  walls  serve 
well  as  gallery  space. 

His  exhibit  Culture  and  Passion  is  displayed  on  two 
walls,  largely  organized  by  subject  matter  and  chronology. 
The  portrait  paintings  and  prints  are  striking.  They  are 
highly  realistic,  dramatically  composed  depictions  of 
Native  Americans,  mostly  from  the  Washoe  Tribe  of 
California  and  Nevada. 

Among  the  portraits  is  “Dat  So  La  Lee,”  taken  from  a 
historical  photograph  of  the  19th-century  Washoe  woman 
of  the  same  name  who  worked  as  a  housekeeper  and  was 
known  for  her  basket-weaving  skills. 

Dat  So  La  Lee  sometimes  spent  as  much  as  a  year 
weaving  a  single  basket  according  to  Carson  City’s  Culture 
and  Tourism  Authority.  During  her  lifetime  her  baskets 
would  sell  for  $5,000. 

Dat  So  La  Lee’s  photograph  was  originally  in  black  and 
white.  Munroe  translated  the  image  to  a  closely  cropped 
composition,  so  her  head  practically  fills  the  format.  He 
also  painted  in  color,  giving  the  portrait  a  contemporary 
feel. 

Munroe  isn’t  part  of  the  tribe,  so  I  was  curious  how  he 
arrived  at  his  subject  matter. 

The  simple  answer  is,  he  contacted  the  tribe. 

The  more  complicated  —  and  complete  —  response 
goes  back  to  Munroe ’s  childhood,  when  he  was  first 
attracted  to  images  of  historical  Native  Americans  like 
Sitting  Bull. 


As  is  often  the  case,  the  path  to  subject  matter  isn’t 
direct. 

Munroe  attended  commercial  art  school  as  a  teenager 
and  worked  with  his  father,  a  sign  and  silkscreen  artist.  He 
went  on  to  work  as  a  graphic  artist  for  a  firm  in  California 
that  produced  graphics  and  production  art  for  large 
corporations.  When  he  retired,  freedom  came. 

Munroe  returned  to  the  subject  he  was  drawn  to  in 
youth.  He  reached  out  to  the  Washoe  Tribe,  who  reside 
in  the  area  close  to  where  he  was  living.  He  met  Becky 
Smokey,  who  directed  him  to  attend  a  workshop  at  Lake 
Tahoe  aimed  at  revitalizing  the  Washoe  language. 

Connecting  with  the  tribe’s  program,  called  the  Patalrji 
Me?k’i  Head  Start  Immersion  Nest,  gave  his  art  purpose. 
He  could  help  bring  attention  to  the  effort  to  revitalize 
Washoe  culture  —  in  particular,  language. 

Munroe  felt  honored  when  the  tribe  contracted  him 


to  illustrate  a  children’s  book,  The  Wasiw  Legend  of 
Pewet’sali  and  Their  Adventure  With  Black  Widow.  He 
was  the  only  non-tribal  member  to  work  on  the  language 
program’s  recently  published  series,  along  with  Kevin 
Jones,  Mauricio  Sandoval  and  BillyHawk  Enos.  The  series 
tells  stories  of  tribal  legends  in  Washoe  language.  It  is  for 
sale  at  the  Nevada  Museum  of  Art;  proceeds  support  the 
Washoe  youth  language  restoration  effort. 

The  oceanic  paintings  on  the  left  wall  of  the  Springfield 
show  reflect  Munroe ’s  move  from  California  to  the  Oregon 
coast.  One  of  the  coastal  paintings  depicts  two  pelicans  and 
a  plover  and  is  inspired  from  a  photograph  taken  by  his 
wife  Maggie,  whom  he  recently  married. 

What  are  his  plans  for  subject  matter  for  the  future? 
He  isn’t  sure  yet.  He  wants  to  move  on.  He  says,  “I  am 
evolving  as  an  artist.”  ■ 

Charles  Munroe ’s  artwork  will  be  at  Cheesesteak  NW,  521  Main  St,  Springfield, 
through  Jan.  10.  Meet  the  artist  there  from  11  am  to  3  pm  Saturday,  Dec.  22.

A  ROYAL  PAIN 

Director  Yargos  Lanthimos  takes  on  the 
court  of  Queen  Anne  in  The  Favourite 

In  his  2015  film  The  Lobster,  Greek  director  Yargos 
Lanthimos  evoked  a  haunting  vision  of  social  engi¬ 
neering  run  amok,  where  unattached  patrons  of  a  “Ho¬ 
tel”  are  forced  to  couple  up  under  threat  of,  basically, 
death.  In  this  weird  updating  of  Kafka’s  penal  colony, 
people  living  the  singles  lifestyle  represent  a  terrible  threat 
to  social  order,  and  enforced  romance  is  seen  as  a  means  of 
suppressing  the  chaos  of  individuality.  So  much  for  bach¬ 
elorhood,  folks. 

As  I  wrote  of  The  Lobster  at  the  time:  “Lanthimos  utterly 
subverts  the  dichotomies  of  classic  dystopias  by  creating  a 
world  of  pervasive  repression  —  there  is  literally  no  exit 
here.  Whether  a  subject  of  the  Hotel,  a  renegade  in  the  wild 
or  a  denizen  of  the  city,  where  couples  share  a  common 
trait,  everyone  is  under  a  kind  of  emotional  lockdown  that 
is  insidiously  enforced  person  to  person.” 

This  brings  to  mind  the  work  of  theorist  Michel 
Foucault,  who  suggested  that  fascism  does  not  descend 
from  monolithic  structures  of  government  but,  rather,  takes 
place  in  the  insidious  exchange  of  power  between  solitary 
people  at  all  levels  of  society,  where  oppression  and 
psychic  violence  become  slippery  intangibles,  hard  to  hold 
and  harder  to  combat.  Fascism,  in  this  vision,  is  merely  the 
coagulation  of  a  moral  and  civic  collapse  already  existing 
at  the  ground  level  of  everyday  life  —  i.e.,  Trump  not 
as  cause  but,  rather,  as  ultimate  expression  of  something 
deeply  wrong  with  us  all. 

Lanthimos’  next  film,  The  Killing  of  the  Sacred  Deer 
(2017),  provided  an  even  subtler  and  more  disturbing 
look  at  how  power  and  corruption  seep  into  the  stuff  of 
mundane  existence.  In  this  darkest  of  dark  comedies  —  a 
strange  and  gloomy  mash-up  of  Greek  mythology  and  the 
Old  Testament  story  of  Isaac  and  Abraham  —  the  secrets 
and  lies  that  protect  the  father  of  a  well-to-do  family  come 
back  with  a  vengeance  that  is  at  once  utterly  secular  and 
fantastically  supernatural.  Justice  is  always  cosmic,  the 
film  hints,  and  nobody  in  this  life  really  gets  away  with 
shit. 

To  all  appearances,  Lanthimos’  new  film,  The  Favourite, 
is  a  complete  departure  from  his  previous  two  offerings:  A 
grotesque,  darkly  comic  period  piece  based  on  the  early 
18th-century  court  of  Queen  Anne,  set  during  Britain’s 
war  with  France.  Mannered  and  decadent,  opulent  and 


rotten  at  the  fringes,  the  movie  envisions  the  monarchy 
as  a  carnal,  claustrophobic  tangle  of  petty  intrigues  and 
political  jockeying,  often  plied  with  a  twist  of  orgiastic  lust 
and  sexual  aggression.  Turns  out  Jonathan  Swift,  who  gets 
an  off-screen  nod  as  a  journalist  in  the  film,  was  right  after 
all:  The  royals  are  vile  assholes. 

At  the  core  of  the  film  is  a  romantic  triangle:  the  queen 
(the  wonderful  Olivia  Colman),  a  gouty,  pouty  tyrant  given 
to  adolescent  outbursts  and  unbridled  appetites,  but  not 
totally  lacking  in  cunning;  her  lover,  Sarah  the  Duchess 
of  Marlborough  (Rachel  Weisz,  wicked),  whose  intimacies 
with  Her  Highness  grant  her  a  certain  amount  of  political 
influence;  and  Sarah’s  cousin  Abigail  (Emma  Stone, 
a  revelation),  a  woman  of  fallen  standing  who  slowly, 
steadily  insinuates  herself  into  the  queen’s  confidences. 

This  is  not  a  nice  movie,  and  the  women  at  the  center 
of  it  are  not  nice  —  in  fact,  they’re  rather  cunts,  an  epithet 
hurled  with  such  unabashed  regularity  that  it  achieves  an 
aura  of  aggrieved  courtly  reverence.  The  more  bankrupt 
wing  of  feminist  ideology  would  seem  to  imply  that  women 
are  inherently  better  than  men:  more  caring,  less  violent, 
less  tempted  to  abuse  power  and  exploit  the  downtrodden. 
Lanthimos’  film,  co-written  by  Deborah  Davis  and  Tony 
McNamara,  flies  in  the  face  of  such  romanticized  hogwash, 
granting  actual  respect  to  its  female  characters  —  not  as 
types,  neither  victim  nor  hero  nor  whore  nor  Madonna,  but 


as  actual  people  with  actual  agency. 

That  each  of  these  three  characters  employs  her  agency 
to  completely  selfish  and  reprehensible  ends  is  invigorating 
—  because  it  reveals  the  truth  that  at  the  core  of  power  and 
corruption  is  the  tricky  issue  of  character,  which  does  not 
fit  neatly  into  any  prefabricated  category  of  identity  like 
gender,  or  race,  or  any  of  that.  In  this  sense,  The  Favourite 
is  a  truly  feminist  film,  on  par  with  the  unreconstructed 
realism  of  Debra  Granik’s  2010  masterpiece  Winter ’s  Bone. 

More  than  that,  it  is  a  visually  sumptuous,  morally 
repulsive  and  wildly  funny  portrait  of  the  way  political 
power  congeals  around  the  greed,  narcissism  and  fear  of  its 
participants,  creating  a  cycle  of  corruption  and  collateral 
damage  that  replicates  itself  through  sheer  inertia,  until  — 
rivalry  upon  rivalry  —  it  unleashes  an  avalanche  of  evil 
down  through  the  ages. 

The  film’s  final  scene  is  baffling  until  taken  in  just  this 
context.  The  underlying  misery  of  power  traps  even  those 
exercising  it,  thereby  reproducing  itself,  its  tyrannies  and  it 
tyrants,  like  rabbits  rutting. 

Taken  altogether,  The  Lobster,  The  Killing  of  the  Sacred 
Deer  and  The  Favourite  form  a  seamless  triptych  of  power 
and  the  insidious  ways  it  expresses  itself  —  not  at  the  level 
of  ideology,  but  in  the  interstices  of  human  relationships, 
where  the  seeds  of  dishonesty  and  greed  first  get  planted.

DOG  BRIGADE 

Canadian  punks  Brutal  Poodle 
bring  their  garage  rock  to  Eugene 

John,  the  guitarist  and  singer  with  Vancouver,  B.C.,  garage- 
punk  three-piece  Brutal  Poodle,  has  been  playing  music  since 
he  was  a  teenager.  He  asks  to  be  identified  by  his  first  name 
only,  for  "border  reasons." 

It  was  the  ’90s,  he  recalls,  and  grunge  was  big.  His  brother 
showed  him  a  few  chords  to  a  Nirvana  song. 

“It  felt  like  you  could  replicate  this  amazing  thing  in  a  very  small 
way,”  he  remembers.  “I  got  the  music  bug  at  a  young  age.” 

And  now  Brutal  Poodle  is  touring  behind  their  latest  release,  Long 
Time  No  See,  a  rough  £n ’  tumble  collection  of  quality  rock  tunes  exist¬ 
ing  somewhere  between  noisy  guitar  pop  and  the  Replacements. 

John  says  that  before  Brutal  Poodle,  he  wanted  to  play  music  with  mu¬ 
sicians  he  knew  well  personally  but  had  yet  to  work  with  creatively.  “It 
feels  like  a  new  thing,  in  a  way,”  he  says.  “Everyone  brings  something. 
Scenes  get  insular.”  He  calls  Vancouver  “a  “big-small  town  in  some  ways.” 

And  that  kind  of  I-gotta-get-out-of-this-town  energy,  similar  to  the 
Replacements  and  a  lot  of  other  ’80s-era  punk,  is  at  the  core  of  Bru¬ 
tal  Poodle.  “I  love  all  ’80s  Midwest  sound,  rooted  in  really  good  pop 
songs,”  he  says. 

“Eve  always  liked  a  band  that  has  some  really  good  musicians  in 
it,”  he  goes  on,  “but  there’s  something  about  it  that  could  just  go  off 
the  rails.”  ■

GETTING  IN  SHAPE 
(NOTE  SINGING) 

Centuries-old  Sacred  Harp  offers  music  for  the  masses 


Shape-note  singing  is  what  democracy  actually  sounds  like.  Well,  maybe  anarchism, 
says  Karen  Stingle,  who  has  sung  with  the  Eugene  Sacred  Harp  Singers  since  it 
started  in  Eugene  in  the  early  1990s. 

Leaders  cycle  in  and  out,  cutting  down  on  the  need  for  a  fulltime  conductor. 
And  when  you’re  standing  in  the  middle  of  the  group,  whose  members  sing  in  a 
square  that  separates  voice  ranges,  it’s  a  powerful  feeling,  Stingle  says. 

The  four-part  a  cappella  music  originated  in  New  England  during  the  18th  century.  It 
was  meant  to  teach  the  colonists  how  to  sing,  Stingle  says. 

The  four  parts  —  designating  bass,  tenor,  alto  and  soprano  ranges  —  are  all  melodic, 
Stingle  adds.  This  makes  it  easier  for  newcomers  to  sing  along,  since  each  line  isn’t  there 
for  the  sake  of  chord  building  or  for  harmonic  support. 

The  group  is  called  Eugene  Sacred  Harp  Singers,  and  the  Sacred  Harp  is  the  book  that 
guides  their  singing.  The  book’s  music  is  written  in  shapes  instead  of  the  usual  round  notes 
with  flags  to  denote  rhythm.  The  system  uses  four  different  shapes  —  which  define  where 
the  note  is  on  the  scale. 

And  the  music  has  an  American  aesthetic.  Because  of  Sacred  Harp’s  use  of  open  chords 
and  parallel  octaves,  it’s  not  surprising  that  Aaron  Copland  incorporated  Sacred  Harp  mu¬ 
sic  into  his  work. 

In  Copland’s  revisit  of  “Zion’s  Walls,”  he  took  out  references  to  Jesus.  Similarly,  Eu¬ 
gene  Sacred  Harp  Singers  have  removed  many  of  the  references  to  Jesus  Christ  to  make  the 
hymns  more  inclusive,  Stingle  says. 

The  group  will  perform  Friday,  Dec.  22,  at  the  Holiday  Market.  Those  who  want  to  par¬ 
ticipate  should  show  up  for  a  sing-along  on  Sunday,  Dec.  23,  at  the  Eugene  Garden  Club. 
The  group  will  open  itself  to  audience  participation,  following  the  tradition  of  welcoming 
anyone  to  sing  along. 

If  you’re  new  to  shape-note  singing,  Stingle  tells  newcomers  to  just  sing  “la,  la,  la.” 

“If  you  read  music,  it’s  not  that  hard,”  she  adds.  “But  it’s  pretty  welcoming  to  new 
people.”  ■

The  song  “Fruitless,”  from  Canadian  indie-rockers  Bridal 
Party,  is  a  cherubic  anthem  for  wallflowers  and  art-school 
dropouts.  It’s  never  as  cloying  as  Belle  8c  Sebastian,  but  with 
a  northern  sensibility  —  whether  that  be  northern  England, 
Sweden  or  Canada. 

Together  for  about  three  years,  Bridal  Party  stops  in 
Eugene  on  their  first-ever  tour  of  the  U.S. 

“Fruitless,”  like  a  lot  of  Bridal  Party  material,  is  precious. 
Yet,  under  chimingguitararpeggios  and  squirtingkeyboards, 
it  has  a  Morrissey-esque  venom  with  lines  like  “It’s  not  funny 
when  your  life’s  a  joke/  I’d  pay  good  money  for  a  chaperone” 
or  “I  can’t  love  anyone/  not  in  this  economy,”  all  sung  by 
co-vocalist  Suzannah  Raudaschl,  with  an  endearing  and 
precocious  frown. 

For  now,  the  song,  from  the  band’s  Negative  Spaces  EP, 
exists  mainly  as  a  little  gem  on  Bandcamp.  But  it  could  justify  a 
spot  on  any  number  of  playlists  about  the  pains  of  growing  up 
different  —  a  classic,  waiting  to  find  a  generation  of  listeners. 

Raudaschl  tells  me  prioritizing  lyrical  content  is 
something  that  makes  her  band  work  well  creatively.  “We 
pay  a  lot  of  attention  to  the  lyrics  we  write,”  she  says  by 
phone  from  San  Francisco. 

“I  really  like  the  simplicity  and  vagueness  of  pop  music,” 
guitarist  Joseph  Leroux  adds.  “Very  explicit  and  personal.” 

In  addition,  Raudaschl  says  her  band  is  committed  to 
taking  their  music  on  the  road.  “We  all  want  to  make  this 
groovy,  interesting  music  that  also  has  some  spice  to  it,” 
she  says. 

Bridal  Party  will  preview  material  from  their  upcoming  full- 
length  debut  alongside  Eugene’s  Mine  the  Fold  9:30  pm  Friday, 
Dec.  21,  at  Old  Nick’s;  $5, 21-plus.  —  Will  Kennedy
